News Read 
20 YEARS AGO 


(Issue of November 20, 1895.) 


m em o r ia l to McKin l e y . 
All Ohio and all the country Sat­ 
urday cast their ghmcey toward N il« 
and turned their thoughts to the late 
President William McKinley, in whose 
loving memory an imposing memorial 
is bring built at the scene of his 
birth. In Canton, his later home, there 
stands a monument in his honor which 
bears this Inscription; "This memor­ 
ial was erected by the contributions 
of more than one* million men, women 
and children in the United States, and 
many others in foreign lands. 
But, 
a t Myron T. Herrick said in his ad 
dr«» at the cornerstone laying in 
Niles Saturday, that 
monument be­ 
longs in a wider sense to all the peo­ 
ple. 
This memorial built near the 
site of his father’s humble cottage in 
which he first saw the light of day. 
Beams more Intimate and 
personal, 
and will evoke a deeper sentiment in 
the hearts of those who knew and 
loved McKinley before the 
world 


claimed him. 
McKinley was a man of deep senti­ 
ment, and In all bU success he never 
forgot nor neglected the friends of 
his youth and the home of his child­ 
hood. Mr. Herrick pays the following 
tribute to the great martyred presi­ 


dent: 
"McKinley possessed in abundant 
measure thoBe qualities of mind and 
heart which pre-eminently fitted him 
for the high place he ocoupied, and 
he had in addition the rare gift of win­ 
ning and holding the affection of those 
with whom be was associated, and 
even of those vs 1th whom he only came 
In passing contact. More than this, he 
had that most uuuuual 
qualitj 
of 
greatness such as was possessed by 
Prince William of Orange anti Lin­ 
coln and by few other great men in 
history 
that of winning the love and 
loyalty of those who had never even 


seen him. 
•'Few men In all the ages have so 
laid hold on the heart« of a people as 
McKinley did. 
When Prince \\ illlam 
of Orange died, women and children 
cried in the streets; men, women and 
children all over the world wept when 
Lncolu was shot. 
McKinley s death 
was a personal, poignant grief to mil­ 
lions of bis countrymen.”

destroy 
health constitute the big problem of 
the hour, the health secretary avers. 
He holds that the death rate can be 
reduced by better community living 
and e radication of numerous things 
which sap vitality. 
By 
taking 
the 
necessary precautions and the proper 
.steps for the betterm ent of general 


1 hygiene, the medical 
author 
holds 
that the length of life of the averag 
person ban actually be increased and 
he maintains that it, will be if the 
public conscience can he fully awak 
ened to the health 
menaces 
of the 
modern day. The author makes eight 
different suggestions on health prob­ 
lems which he says must be achieved 
if the people would conserve life and 
postpone death until the 
full limit 
of life expectancy.” Here 
are 
his 
suggestions in brief: 
Reduction of infant mortality, since 
27.3 per cent of all deaths occur un­ 
der the age of five years, and 19.3 per 
cent below the age of one year. 
A ttention to the conservation of the 
lives of school children through ade­ 
quate. supervision 
of the 
physical 
health of pupils and the consequent 
prevention of the spread of communi­ 
cable diseases. 
At least 70 to <5 per 
cent of all the school children in Ohio 
are defective, the author states. 
The 
elimination 
of 
tuberculosis 
which now kills 7000 people within 
the state every year. 
increased attention to elimination 
of health hazards in industries and 
to the betterm ent of health conditions 
among working peopie. 
Ana bsolutely pure water supply for 
every community. 
Protection of the food supplies of 
all the communities. 
Food eaten by 
most of the people in Ohio is not in­ 
sured by public inspection, the author 
holds.

Provision of the proper disposal or 
sewage and all other waste. 
Better sanitation in the rural sec­ 
tions where typhoid fever is particul 
arly rampant.

\ unique specimen of ancient raa 
terial lately shown the Faraday so 
clety of l^ondon by Sir Robert A. Had- 
field was an eight-ounce 
piece 
of 
hardened high-carbon steel more than 
2,000 years old. 
It was taken from a 
bar found beneath the stone pillar of 
Hellodorus at Besnagar, India, and is 
believed to date back to 125 B. C. 
With as much as 0.70 per cent carbon, 
it can be readily hardened by heating 
and quenching in water, the original 
crystalline structure and 
properties 
being retained. In the last few years 
many specimens of supposed ancient 
steel have been analyzed, but this is 
the first with carbon enough to rank 
as steel.

The total of money expended year! 
r(M pleasure by the automob ilisU of 
Ann r ca is somewhat astonishing to 
one who has not considered the tre 
mendous growth 
of the 
automobile 
business, says E. S. Foljanibe. in 
recent editorial 
in the 
Automobil 
Trade Journal. 
On June 1, 1915, the 
n u m b er of automobiles in use in the 
rinited States for pleasure ear pur­ 
poses reached 
the 2.000,000 
mark. 
This number is being increased at the 
rate of 700,000 ears a year, so that at 
present there are undoubtedly in use 
¡in th® United States in the neighbor­ 
hood of 2,235,000 autommobileg. This 
does not take into consideration the 
200.000 or more trucks. 
Assuming that about four people on 
an average have the use of each car. 
there are 8,940,000 people in the t'nit- 
ed States this season 
enjoying 
the 
pleasure of automobiling. and 
this 
number is increasing 
approximately 
¡at the rate of 2,820,000 motorists each 
: successive year. 
Stupendous Sum. 
The first cost of these card would 
amount to a stupendous sum, as many 
of them are several years old ami cost 
$4,000 to $5,000 each, but we shall 
confine ourselves to what 
will 
be 
spent bv the 
m otorists 
to operate 
them during the next 12 months 
I 
Let. us first consider the fuel costs 
for a period of 12 months for the cars 
no win use. Placing the average per­ 
formance at 5,000 miles and 500 gal­ 
lons of casoline as an average con­ 
sumption of the year, w e have 1,117,- 
500.000 gallons of gasoline consumed 
at an average cost of 13 cents per 
gallon, the gasoline bill for the pleas­ 
ure cars already in use will amount 
to about $145,275.000. 
In the same 
w-av the cost of lubricating oil to the 
motorist at an average of 50 cents 
per gallon, allowing 17 
gallons per 
car. is $18,997,500. approximately $19,- 
000,000. 
The next item of importance is that 
of tires 
Allowing four tires to each 
of these cars, we have 8.940,000 tires 
of $16 each, of $143,040,000, as an 
estim ate of the cost 
of retiring the 
cars already in use. 
This is 
con­ 
servative as a large percentage of 
the old cars will use more than four 
tires during the season. 
The extras in the way of accesso- 
rles, gloves and other 
wearing 
ap­ 
parel. goggles, etc., can be roughly 
figured in at $50 per car, which will 
make an additional sum of $111,750, 
000. 
At least, an equal sum can be 
added as the cost of 
repairs, acci 
dents etc., while the touring charges 
which of course affect nearly all when 
short tours are considered, amount to 
over $200,000,000, 
Average Cost is $800. 
Such features as insurance, fire, ac- 
cident and other items which add a 
considerable amount have been disre­ 
garded, and garage charges for those 
that are kept 
in the 
large cities, 
which of course is a small percentage, 
will be placed at an average of $100 
a car, or about $70,000,000, so that the 
cost of operating the cars now in use 
shows a grand total of $800,865,000. 
The average cost of the new cars 
this year ran be roughly estim ated at 
about $700 to $800 apiece, as approxi­ 
mately half of the output is Fords, 
and the largest builders of the others 
m akers art* those selling their product 
at a low price. 
Taking the conserv­ 
ative figure of $750 as an average, 
the new cars will be worth approx! 
mately $525.000,006,
